
Councillors debate details of 
biggest ever grant handouts 


LYME Regis Town Council has made 
changes to its £120,000 grant agreement 
with the Marine Theatre, saying that it will 
no longer have to spend at least £6,000 of 
this on capital projects in the first year. 

The council agreed to donate £120,000 to the theatre 
over the next four years - the largest grant made in the 
council’s biggest ever financial handout in February, 
which totalled £365,700 for seven local organisations. 

In its original grant agreement, the council said that 
at least 20 per cent of the theatre’s annual grant - 
equating to £6,000 - would have to be spent on capital 
improvements, but this week members were told this 
would not be possible in the first year. 

Speaking at a special meeting called on Monday to 
finalise details of the grant agreements, David Ed¬ 
wards, chairman of LymeArts Community Trust, 
which operates the theatre, explained that the Marine 
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had already set out its budget for the coming year and 
this did not include the minimum £6,000 required by 
the council for capital projects. 

He said: “We have several concerns. What is meant 
by capital improvements? Does this include vital ren¬ 
ovations such as the roof repairs just completed, or 
only works which enhance the theatre’s role within 
the town? 

“As we set our budget before receiving the draft 
agreement, and it’s a very tight budget, we don’t see 
how we’re going to achieve that this year.” 

Councillors clarified that by capital improvements 
it meant improvements to the fabric of the building. 

Councillor Stan Williams said that previous reports 


from the theatre to the council had said that there 
were plans to carry out works such as refurbishment 
to the toilets. 

“I don’t accept that this is not being done,” he 
added. 

But Mr Edwards said that the theatre was currently 
working on a scheme which would see the toilets re¬ 
furbished, the construction of a disabled toilet and im¬ 
provements to the front of the theatre, which would 
cost an estimated £80,000. 

Councillor Derek Hallett reiterated his previous 
suggestion that the Marine Theatre should be knocked 
down and replaced with a new theatre with a cafe and 
apartments above, and said he knew two developers 
who would be interested in this scheme. 

He was interrupted by Councillor Ellis, chairing the 
meeting, who said: “I think we’re going a bit off 
topic.” 

Councillor Hallett continued, complaining that the 
theatre had never had its own disabled toilet and 
added: “You can’t come down here and speak your 
mind anymore!” 

The Mayor, Councillor Owen Lovell, said that the 
£6,000 capital project requirement was a “bazooka 
out of the blue” and suggested that the council re¬ 
move this clause for the first year of the grant and ask 
the theatre to report on its plans for capital projects 
next year. 
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Time announced for Red Arrows display 


THE Red Arrows have now announced a time for 
their display in Lyme Regis on Thursday, July 21st. 

The RAF's crack aerobatic team will be flying in 
at 7pm, allowing a whole day of celebrations and 
special events leading up the display. 

The Red Arrows have been giving their thrilling 
displays in Lyme Regis for more than 40 years, all 
but one of them being held during Lifeboat Week. 
But after it was announced last year that the Ar¬ 
rows would be making a charge for future dis¬ 
plays, Lifeboat Week organisers said they were 
unable to commit their charity funds to meet 
such a fee. 

Recognising that Red Arrows'day was one of the 
busiest of the summer for Lyme Regis, attracting 
thousands of people to the town, the View From 
Lyme Regis newspaper, backed by Lyme Regis 
Business Group and Lyme Regis Town Council, 
launched a successful fundraising campaign and 
secured the Arrows for another display this sum¬ 
mer.

“As things seem to be quite active down there at the 
moment, I propose they get their money for this year,” 
he added. 

“No one here wants to commit the theatre to doom, 
we want it to succeed and, at the moment, it looks 
quite bright.” 

Members agreed to grant the theatre its funding 
without the requirement for at least 20 per cent to be 
spent on capital improvements in the first year. 

The town council this week also finalised grant 
agreements for The Hub, which is to receive £40,000 
over four years, Lyme Regis Fossil Festival 
(£20,000), B Sharp (£20,000) and Lyme Regis Gig 
Club (£5,700) with little discussion.

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Mayor makes public apology after offending Cash and electricals 
single mothers with comments on housing stolen from salon 


THE Mayor of Lyme Regis, Councillor Owen Lovell, 
has publically apologised after making an offensive 
comment about single mothers in the local press, 
which was described as “political suicide”. 

The Bridport & Lyme Regis News last week re¬ 
ported that Councillor Lovell said more affordable 
housing was needed in the town, but it should go to 
“morally-behaved people” rather than priority being 
given to single mothers and drug abusers. 

The mayor was quoted as saying: “We also need 
greater control over housing allocations policy. The 
current system denies local morally-behaved individ¬ 
uals the right to a home in their area of birth, they are 
pushed aside on pre-conceived ordained central gov¬ 
ernment policies attached to the monies to build many 
of the affordable homes, using the term in the loosest 
possible sense. 

“Everybody is aware that if you get pregnant you get 
accommodated, if you have drug problems you get ac¬ 
commodated, it is about time if you do the right thing 
by society you get accommodated and not ignored and 
left to fend for yourself.” 

The comments sparked outrage on social networking 
website Lacebook, with Lyme Regis resident and East 
Devon district councillor Ian Thomas describing the 
remarks as “political suicide”. 

Councillor Thomas commented: “Who defines 
morality or moral behaviour? Very worrying com¬ 
ment, if accurately reported. 

“In virtually any other part of the country, comments 
such as these would be political suicide. I pose Owen 
Lovell, as mayor of our town, a simple question: ‘Is 
being a single mother any less moral than being a mar¬ 
ried mother?’” 
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Many local single mothers also took offence to the 
comments, with some describing them as “judgmen¬ 
tal”, “disrespectful” and “sweeping generalisations”. 

One woman commented: “I don’t think there are 
many of us that decided we wanted to be a single 
mother, some of us were given no choice. Absolutely 
disgusted.” 

Another questioned Councillor Lovell’s ability to 
represent the town and asked whether it was right for 
him to continue as mayor. 

“If this was said by a politician, he would almost 
certainly be made to stand down,” she added. 

However, others said they could understand Coun¬ 
cillor Lovell’s point but he had not phrased it well and 
questioned whether he had been quoted correctly. 

The heated Lacebook debate was eventually deleted 
from the site but Councillor Lovell later decided to 
make his apology on the social networking website. 

He wrote: “Lollowing this request [from Bridport & 


Lyme Regis News], I 
chose the wrong words 
to express my frustration 
with council housing lists 
with regard to try to get 
across my genuine belief 
that the people of Lyme 
Regis should get a fair 
housing deal. 

“Apologies to all single 
mothers, many of whom 
I accept work hard to 
raise their families on 
their own often through 
no fault of theirs. 

“I have nothing against 
single parents and I un¬ 
derstand both men and 
women become single 
parents for all sorts of 
reasons. I also acknowl¬ 
edge the contribution they make to Lyme Regis. 

“I will try to be more thoughtful with comments in 
the future.”

The confirmed date of Thursday, July 21st falls 
outside of Lifeboat Week and instead the Arrows' 
spectacular display will become the highlight of 
a community week of events, as agreed by the 
Mayor of Lyme Regis, Councillor Owen Lovell. 

Local organisations will be offered free use of 
the market area on the seafront for one of the 
days during the week to promote and fund raise 
for their group. In return, they will have to supply 
at least four collectors during the Red Arrows dis- 
play. 

Fifty per cent of the money collected will go to¬ 
wards paying for future visits by the Arrows with 
the remaining 50 per cent being divided between 
the six local organisations. 

It is hoped a whole day of special events and cel¬ 
ebrations will lead up to the display on July 21st, 
creating a real "Red Letter Day" for Lyme Regis, 
with details to be announced shortly. 

Philip Evans, who is co-ordinating the visit, said: 
"This is the absolute best time for us, as it means 
we may well attract a record crowd as people will 
not have to take time off work. 

"Also, it gives us a full day to organise a pro¬ 
gramme of ancillary events to compliment the 
spectacular display." 

The Marine Theatre will also be hosting a special, 
open-air production of Shakespeare's "The Tem- 
pest"every evening during the week to tie in with 
the community events. 


The fundraising campaign to secure the Arrows 
was well-supported with one local company 
which wishes to remain anonymous guaranteeing 
a significant donation for 2016 and future years to 
maintain the Arrows' long association with the 
town. 

The cost of securing the Red Arrows - around 
£12,000 - is also being partly financed by the for¬ 
mation of the Lyme Regis Red Arrows 100 Club, 
the intention being to attract 100 members do¬ 
nating £100. These members will be invited to a 
champagne reception prior to the display and will 
be able to watch from an advantageous position 
on the seafront.They will also receive a special tie 
or silk scarf and a lapel badge.

THE Jurassic Coast World Heritage Team has been 
awarded the Royal Geographical Society (with IBG - 
the Institute for British Geographers) 2016 Geograph¬ 
ical Award. 

These prestigious medals and awards recognise ex¬ 
cellence in geographical research and fieldwork, 
teaching and public engagement.They are presented 
annually to individuals who have made outstanding 
achievements. 

The Jurassic Coast World Heritage Team, hosted by 
Dorset County Council, has won the award based on 
"outstanding collaborative work to foster student and 
wider public engagement with the Jurassic coastline". 
While it is unusual for a team to be awarded, in the 
case of the Jurassic Coast, this is entirely appropriate. 
The Jurassic Coast has always been a partnership or¬ 
ganisation and without the work of many people over 
a number of years, winning this award would not 
have been possible. 

Sam Rose, Jurassic Coast Manager, said: "We are truly 
honoured to have received this prestigious award, 
and humbled to be ranked alongside some of the 


world's greatest geographers. It is a testament to the 
outstanding work of the Jurassic Coast team over the 
last 16 years, and the passion and enthusiasm of 
many, many people who have worked so hard to help 
engage the public with understanding and appreci¬ 
ating this special World Heritage Site." 

Councillor Peter Finney, Dorset County Council Cabi¬ 
net member for environment, added:'Tm completely 
delighted that the Jurassic Coast Team has picked up 
this prestigious award. It is a great credit to all mem¬ 
bers of the team, past and present, who have worked 
on the Jurassic Coast and I am sure it will make the 
people of Dorset very proud."

Council split over football club grant

However, the £100,000 grant for Lyme Regis Foot¬ 
ball Club had to be deferred back to the next Strategy 
& Policy Committee meeting for further discussion, 
after members failed to reach an agreement on 
whether the club should be able to use voluntary 
labour to carry out its project or not. 

The football club is planning to build a new kitchen, 
extend its pitch and build a covered seating area, tar¬ 
mac its car park and replace its perimeter fencing. The 
council’s grant agreement states that each section of 
the project should be “competitively tendered for sep¬ 
arately” and all works should be “supervised by a 
qualified architect or other consultant appointed 
through a competitive process”. 

However, some councillors argued that the football 
club’s membership included many manual labourers 
who were capable of carrying out the work voluntar¬ 
ily, which would save on costs. 

Councillor Williams said the football club was 
being micro-managed, which he described as “fright¬ 
ening”, and said the council should give it a “reason¬ 
able amount of scope to run its own affairs”, adding: 
“You’re adding considerable cost when they probably 
have people of their own who will do it for much 
cheaper.” 

Councillor Ellis reminded members that they were 
dealing with public money, adding: “We have to 
make sure it all goes to plan, otherwise it will come 
back on us.” 

Councillor John Broom said he thought that the 
council was “using a sledgehammer to crack a nut”, 
pointing out that the club had already applied for 
planning permission, would ensure it met building 
regulations and would be getting all the necessary ge¬ 
otechnical reports carried out. 

“If they can find someone to oversee the work 
which is acceptable to the council, we should allow 
them to use voluntary labour from the club. There’s 


lot of things that they can do themselves.” 

Councillor Broom also pointed out that the football 
club’s grant would be paid in arrears, while all the 
others were being paid in advance, so the council 
could withhold funds if it was not satisfied with the 
work. 

Councillor Williams added: “You are treating them 
a lot harder than any other organisation, putting them 
through extra expense and making it harder for them. 
It’s probably the best organisation we have in Lyme 
Regis, we should be falling over ourselves to help 
them.” 

Town clerk John Wright said that councillors should 
be safeguarding public money and should consider 
the potential reputational risk to the council if some¬ 
thing was to go wrong with the project. 

It was agreed to hold further discussions with the 
football club and bring the matter back to the next 
Strategy & Policy Committee. 

The council’s grant agreement for LymeForward 
has also been put on hold and referred back to a work¬ 
ing party, as councillors said they were not aware at 
the time of awarding the £60,000 grant that the or¬ 
ganisation was planning to become a Community In¬ 
terest Company.

The love interest was portrayed with passion by 
Seaton youngster Ben Malone, who impressed as 
Sweaty Eddie, particularly during a ripping costume 
change sequence and Bee Gees style 70s disco rou¬ 
tine. 

His nemesis, the small time gangster Curtis Jackson 
(Ian Styles) was convincingly menacing with his three 
hapless stooges, played with absolute puissance by 
Harvey Causley, Dan Wilde and Steve Egan, who 
combined to make an utterly hysterical troika. 

Brian Boyt charmed as Monsignor O'Hara and 
helped to keep the fast pace of the story, along with 
Tomas Lowe, Pete Ward, Susie Gambie, Lorraine 
Knowles and Georgie Harwood who expertly played 
multiple roles.

The library has been successfully run by volunteers for the 
past three years after Dorset County Council announced its 
intention to close the facility, and has undertaken a number 
of new initiatives, including the construction of a meeting 
room at the rear of the library. 

However, as it is a free library service, it is impossible to make 
money from the books alone and volunteers are always look¬ 
ing for new ways of meeting running costs. 

A group of Charmouth artists offered their help by using the 


LYME Regis councillors have turned down a unique proposal for a 
Jurassic Ski Lift which would carry passengers from Holmbush car 
park down to Marine Parade. 

The proposal was first put to the council in March by business¬ 
man Clive Hemsley. He said that the Jurassic Ski Ride, which he es¬ 
timated would cost £2.5million to construct, would run from the 
top of Holmbush car park and would zigzag over Lister Gardens 
down to the seafront shelters with enclosed gondolas running up 
and down. 

Mr Hemsley said the ski lift would attract more visitors to the 
town, provide local jobs and additional income for the town, ease 
pressure in the busy Monmouth Beach car park by attracting more 
people to Holmbush, and would enhance local services by provid¬ 
ing an easy route to the seafront for families and disabled people. 

He didn't ask for any financial assistance from the town council, 
but said without its support the project would be a "non-starter" 
as he did not want to move onto the next stage, which would cost 
60,000 euros, without backing. 

But at this month's full council meeting, members considered 
the proposal and felt it was not appropriate for a Regency-style 
town such as Lyme Regis. 

Councillor Stephen Miller said the proposal was "significant and 
exciting" but he was concerned about the weight of pylons which 
would have to be erected over an area which had undergone sig¬ 
nificant underpinning to stabilise it. 

"It was very generous of Clive Hemsley to put forward but I don't 
think it's anything this council can support and move forward. Re¬ 
grettably, I don't think it's a fit for Lyme Regis." 

Councillor Michaela Ellis said she thought it was a "shame to 
chuck it out", adding:"It's unique and would draw people in."

She continued:"Maybe he should talk to planners at West Dorset 
District Council first. We could lose it to somewhere else and end 
up kicking ourselves." 

Councillor Stan Williams said he thought the proposed ski lift 
was "certainly in the wrong place" but he did not want to put Mr 
Hemsley off and suggested that he might be able to come up with 
an alternative proposal. 

The Mayor, Councillor Owen Lovell, said that while he could see 
the benefit of the scheme, he thought it would struggle to get 
through the planning phase. 

Councillor Miller added: "I would be loathed to cost him a sig¬ 
nificant amount of money only for it to be discarded at a later 
date." 

It was suggested that Mr Hemsley could talk to the planning de¬ 
partment, the district and county council about use of their land 
and engineers to discuss the feasibility of the project, but it was 
eventually decided not to support the proposal.

LYME Regis lifeboat crew was launched on Saturday to carry out 
a shoreline search following reports of a distressed young 
woman on the coast between Seaton Hole and Beer. 

The lifeboat crew carried out an extensive search, but there 
was no sign of the woman. Having been launched at 10.59am, 
coastguards stood down the lifeboat crew at 11.44am although 
they continued their search during their return to Lyme Regis 
harbour. 

It was later established that a young woman was found in un¬ 
dergrowth just off the coastal path.

During my time there were a 
number of tricky issues at the 
Cobb and I made it a policy not to 
go west of the Marine Parade clock 
on my usual Sunday stroll along 
the seafront so as not to be ha¬ 
rangued by the boatmen who had 
some very justifiable complaints. 


Had I done so, I think I would have 
struggled to find superlatives to do 
this show justice.

Owen is an old hand at local gov¬ 
ernment diplomacy and is usually 
very measured when talking to the 
press. Very rarely can he be per¬ 
suaded to come up with a sensa¬ 
tional quote.

There were 
many who sympathised with him. 

Tonight (Wednesday) Owen will 
be installed as mayor for a second 
year. Hopefully, his out-of-charac- 
ter outburst will not overshadow 
what should be an enjoyable occa¬ 
sion for him and his wife, Chris¬ 


tine. He’s done well in restoring to 
a great degree the reputation of 
the town council so besmirched by 
the previous administration. 

In fact, he was probably the only 
councillor who had the experience 
and strength of character to get 
the council back on an even keel. 

■ AS the person who introduced 
Lyme's Honoured Citizens' 
awards as part of the Queen's 
Jubilee celebrations in 2012,1 
am delighted that the town 
council has decided to repeat 
the exercise for the Queen's 90th 
birthday celebrations. 

There should be no shortage 
of nominations which have to be 
sent in by June 1 st. Those nomi¬ 
nated must live, work or under¬ 
take voluntary activities in Lyme 
Regis and their contribution to 
the town must be "exceptional 
and significant". Those last two 
words are key to the selection 
process. 

This provides the council with 
the opportunity of paying trib¬ 
ute to those who work so tire¬ 
lessly for our town in so many 
ways and who make Lyme such 
a vibrant and caring community. 

The Honoured Citizens badges 
handed out in 2012 at a public 
ceremony on the Marine Parade, 
accompanied by a certificate, 
were worn with great pride.

A PROTEST is taking place in Dorchester 
today (Wednesday, May 18th) in response 
to further proposals to move NHS services 
to the east of the county. 

The rally, outside the Dorset Clinical 
Commissioning Group HQ in Bridport 
Road, will also focus on complaints that 
local people feel they are not being listened 
to. 

Latest proposals include concentrating 
major Accident and Emergency cases in 
Bournemouth, just a few miles from the 
Hampshire border, with a downgrade at 
Poole A&E and the expectation that some 
major cases, now treated at Dorchester, 
will also have to travel to Bournemouth. 

The Dorset Health Campaign is calling 
members of the public to join in a demon¬ 
stration to show their concern outside Ves¬ 
pasian House in Bridport Road before the 
meeting from 1pm. 

The group says it wants the commission¬ 
ers to look as a “business as usual” option 
at their meeting to protect services in the 
west of the county. 

Campaigners say that the proposals, 
which are due to go to consultation as part 
of the Clinical Services Review in the Au¬ 
tumn, do not take into account distance, 
volume of road traffic or the length of 
travel time between the west and east of 
the county and as a result are not fit for 
purpose. 

Protestors from Poole, the Dorset Health 
Campaign and those fighting for the King¬ 
fisher Ward and maternity services at 
Dorset County Hospital are expected to be 
outside the NHS offices, which are oppo¬ 
site the Keep Military Museum. 

“This review is now galvanising people

from throughout Dorset,” said a 
spokesman from the Dorset Health Cam¬ 
paign. 

“We refuse to accept the starting premise 
for the review, which is that district hospi¬ 
tals are not viable unless major services, 
like trauma A&E are moved into conurba¬ 
tions. Rural areas have health needs too. 
Bournemouth is even further to reach from 
the west of the county than Poole. We need 
to save our services here.” 

Public independent governor on the 
Board, Michel Hooper-Immins, from Wey¬ 
mouth, said: “Dorset CCG’s clinicians are 
still closing their collective ears to the al¬ 
ready strongly expressed views of South 
and West Dorset patients, who have made 
it clear they do not want to be sent to 
Bournemouth or Poole or Yeovil - they 
want to be treated at Dorchester. 

“There are still proposals to send sick ba¬ 
bies and children to Yeovil or 
Bournemouth. What has not been ex¬ 
plained is how the Ambulance Service is 
going to expand to meet these much longer 
journey times. I already hear of delays of 
40 and 50 minutes in ambulances arriving 
and added to at least an hour to get to 
Bournemouth Hospital, could mean some 
may not survive the wait and the long jour¬ 
ney. 

“The major problem of Bournemouth 
Hospital is it’s remote location - five miles 
from the Hampshire border. That creates 
considerable problems for relatives and 
friends to visit - particularly by public 


transport - and is the product of some very 
muddled thinking. Centralisation should 
mean a central location - like Dorchester - 
easy to access from all points of the com¬ 
pass. It’s a crazy concept of centralisation 
to locate the main hospital at the far eastern 
extremity of the county.” 

“This is my personal opinion and I am 
not speaking on behalf of the Council of 
Governors, which will consider the CCG 
proposals at their public meeting on Mon¬ 
day 13 June at 4pm.” 

It is expected that the earliest possible 
date for public consultation on the propos¬ 
als will be September this year. 

In a series of questions asked by the 
Healthwatch Dorset group the Clinical 
Commissioning Group says that Dorch¬ 
ester A&E “will remain open and will be 
largely unchanged” under the current pro¬ 
posals but say that for ‘severe cases’ pa¬ 
tients will be taken to the ‘most 
appropriate’ hospital. This is thought to 
only affect 1-2 per cent of patients treated 
at Dorchester A&E. 

Previous protests about changes to NHS 
services in Dorchester have led to 2,000- 
plus taking to the streets to vent their anger 
at the Commissioners plans.

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Is council following its own rules? 


View from the 

churches 


ACCIDENTS happen! It’s a common phrase in the 
home, equal to not crying about spilt milk. Some ac¬ 
cidents are tragic though - and not just for the victim. 

About 1700BC Jacob, whom God renamed Israel, 
had two sons by his beloved wife Rachel. Tragedy 
having struck one of them, and seemingly looming 
for the other, he thought, “The first disappeared and I 
said, ‘He has surely been torn to pieces. If you take 
this one from me too and an accident happens to him, 
then you will bring down my gray hair in tragedy to 
the grave.”’ 

As Israelite society became established 250 years 
later, it was standard practice for the next of kin of a 
person killed to hunt down the perpetrator and put 
them to death. The Bible tells how God provided 
cities of refuge so that “Anyone who accidentally 
killed someone without hating him at the time of the 
accident could flee to one of those cities and be safe” 
from this “avenger of blood”. 

What a good job things are different now! The 
other week I saw a mobility scooter driven fast up 
Mill Lane, straight out into Coombe Street without a 
sideways glance by the driver. Had a child been run¬ 
ning across from the footpath outside The Ship, I 
wouldn’t have fancied the child’s chances. Had a car 
been driving down Coombe Street I wouldn't have 
fancied the scooter rider’s chances! 

I consider mobility scooters useful equipment but, 
as with everything, great care is needed. 

Some say accidents don’t just happen, but are 
caused either deliberately or carelessly. One deliberate 
death was that of Jesus Christ, God’s own Son. God 
didn’t seek to avenge that, as it was His plan to pro¬ 
vide a refuge for any and all who trust Christ for for¬ 
giveness, regardless of what they may have done.

■ YOUR editorial (“Why I abhor meetings in secret”, 
View From Lyme Regis, May 11th) identifies an anti¬ 
democratic problem with Lyme Regis Town Council. 
The trouble may be deeper: is the council clear about 
what groups and meetings it operates, how, and why? 

Its Standing Orders, the legal definitions for how the 
council should work, identify the following meeting 
types: full council; council committees; council sub¬ 
committees; advisory committees and sub-commit- 
tees; working groups; [working] panels. They don’t 
mention ‘councillor session’, though the council web¬ 
site uses this as the generic title for working groups. 

The Standing Orders define 27 rules for conducting 
meetings. Of these, 15 are ‘mandatory’ for some or 
all of full council, committees and sub-committees. 
This implies that: 

(a) The other 12 rules can be ignored even by these 
‘higher order’ meetings - so perhaps Standing Orders 
are neither ‘standing’ nor ‘orders’; 

(b) While all 27 rules apply theoretically to advisory 
committees and sub-committees, working groups (aka 
councillor sessions?) and panels, not one rule is 
mandatory in these cases. 

Standing Order lc (mandatory only for full council 
and council committees) states that, “Meetings shall 
be open to the public unless their presence is prejudi¬ 
cial to the public interest by reason of the confidential 
nature of the business to be transacted or for other 
special reasons”. 

So, if all Standing Orders are truly ‘standing’ and 
‘orders’, all meetings of whatever type must be open 
to the public. The orders cover the ‘prejudicial’ ex¬ 
ception by allowing a special resolution to be passed 
at the meeting to exclude public and press for a spe¬ 
cific item. Thus no council meeting, of whatever type, 
should be described in advance as ‘private’ to coun¬ 
cillors. 

But, if only a few Standing Orders are mandatory 
for higher committees, and none for all other meet¬ 
ings, who’s to say what the rules are? Councillors, or 
the town clerk, can make them up or dispense with 
them as they go along, to suit the mood of the moment 
(or their own interests).

There’s confusion, too, over working groups. Are 
they private meetings of councillors? Or meetings at 
which members of the public are graciously permitted 
a three-minute input and allowed thereafter merely to 
watch councillors debate? Or can they include fully 
participating members of the public with relevant 
knowledge or expertise? All three models occur now 
and then, with no obvious rationale behind the choice. 

Standing Order 18c states that the terms of reference 
of any working group “shall be determined by the ap¬ 
pointing body”. The town clerk, in reference to a new 
working group first meeting tomorrow, asserts that 
“the terms of reference will be considered by the first 
meeting of the working group” and that “this means 
the public will be excluded from the first working 


ALONGSIDE talk of unitary authorities and devolu¬ 
tion, you may have heard the phrase "combined au¬ 
thority" coming up a lot recently. But what does it 
actually mean and how would you be affected? 

The nine councils across Dorset have been working 
together on proposals for a combined authority and 
have now reached the point where they want to hear 
from local people and businesses about the propos¬ 
als. The consultation is open nowand runs until June 
17th. 

Dorset County Council has listed reasons why it be¬ 
lieves a combined authority would be good for the 
area, as follows: 

• As we are already aware councils need to transform 
the way they work in order to be fit for the future - 
this is the first step in that direction 

• A combined authority would provide Dorset with 
the certainty of structure and accountability to be 
successful in any devolution deal with Government 

• A combined authority would give Dorset one 


group meeting”. So it seems that the town clerk is 
here breaking two of his council’s rules. 

It would help all who have to deal with the council, 
and perhaps the council itself, if it would stick to sim¬ 
ple, clear arrangements for different types of meeting. 
Could it review its Standing Orders to clarify levels 
of ‘public engagement’ - a favourite council term, 
more honoured in the breach than the observance - 
and remove their current ambiguity? 

The council website should show all committees, 
groups, etc. with their membership, terms of refer¬ 
ence, meeting dates and reports - and should make 
past information accessible, currently the case only 
for full council and council committees. 

How about two key principles? Make all meetings 
open to the public, with rare and clearly-justifiable 
exceptions. And fully involve useful non-councillors 
wherever possible.

VIEW FROM LYME REGIS MEDICAL CENTRE 

By Hazel Read of the Patient Participation Group 


VAL Mitchell, Carer Engagement Facilitator, opened 
the latest meeting of the PPG with a very interesting 
talk. We learned that there are approximately 6.2 
million unpaid carers in the UK and in excess of 
250,000 carers under the age of 18. 

It is important to identify a carer; the definition of 
a carer is somebody who looks after a person who 
couldn't manage without the carer's help. School 
nurses are briefed to look out for young carers. Fi¬ 
nancial help is available, and the first line of contact 
for a carer is Social Services. There is a befriending 
scheme in the locality which is run on a voluntary 
basis; there are currently 35 volunteers available to 
help, but many more are needed. Carer's Week com¬ 
mences on June 6th. 

Our second speaker was Adrian Ragbourne of 
Lyme Forward, who commented on a meeting he 
had with Healthwatch in which concerns were 
raised regarding the ambulance and 111 services 
experienced by users in this area. The Clinical Com¬ 
missioning Group (CCG) needs clear evidence of 
any failings of these emergency services; posters 
will be put up in the practice and on the website 
inviting patients to put forward their comments on 
these services. 

Discussions are ongoing between First Group bus 
services and the CCG regarding a community local 
bus service for patients to access hospital appoint¬ 
ments at Exeter and Dorset County Hospitals. 

Several outpatient clinics are run at Lyme Regis 
Medical Centre. Gynaecology, urology, orthopaedic 
and colorectal consultants run clinics at the surgery 
usually once a month. This provides a convenient 
service for patients as they do not need to drive to 
Dorchester for an outpatient appointment. These 
clinics do get booked up very quickly. 

All patients have been allocated a named GP but 
can see any GP when they book an appointment. If 
you are unsure who your registered GP is, please ask 
at reception or at your next appointment for clarifi¬ 
cation. Patients can request to change their GP if 
they wish to. All our GPs hold permanent contracts 
with the service. 

The Care Quality Commission (CQC) have given 
the surgery an overall rating of"good"following the 


inspection in February. A poster with the ratings has 
been put on the noticeboard in the entrance advis¬ 
ing patients of this. The report is available on the 
CQC and Lyme Regis Medical Centre websites. 

Men over 65 can request abdominal aortic screen¬ 
ing; details can be found on the website. A Men's 
Health Evening is planned for June 22nd from 6pm 
to 7.30pm with details available nearer the date. 

There has been some concern raised over the long 
wait for a GP appointment. The medical centre is 
constantly looking at ways to manage the appoint¬ 
ments booking system. For those with computers, 
the use of SystmOne online booking can ease this 
problem. Once a patient has registered at reception 
for SystmOne online services, patients can make GP 
appointments, request repeat prescriptions and 
have access to their coded medical records. 

Each day there are appointments available for ur¬ 
gent requests or emergencies, pre-booked appoint¬ 
ments can be booked up to four weeks in advance. 
The nurse practitioner offers appointments on 
Thursdays and Fridays and the surgery is currently 
advertising for a full time nurse practitioner, which 
should help ease the current appointment prob¬ 
lems. 

The use of electronic prescribing will also solve 
the concerns that have been raised over batch 
(pathfinder) prescriptions.This is now in place; elec¬ 
tronic prescriptions are sent directly from theGPto 
the nominated pharmacist. Please ask at reception 
for details. For patients without computers just 
order prescriptions in writing in the normal way. 

Questions were asked regarding the role of Virgin 
Care. They are an independent provider of NHS 
services; there is no link to any other Virgin brands. 
All staff are employed by Virgin who provide the 
framework for the staff to work within and by pro¬ 
viding support for the service in terms of expertise, 
for example, in clinical governance, payroll and 
human resources. Virgin encourages the use of our 
facilities for the benefit of the community. 

Some members of the PPG have just had a meet¬ 
ing with Virgin Care so will have more information 
to impart at the next meeting of the PPG, to be held 
on July 18th.

The website has been designed to work on smart¬ 
phones, tablets and desktops, enabling you to carry 
out transactions at a time and place that suits you. 
The fully automated service will also send you a re¬ 
minder when your permit is due to expire. 

Councillor John Russell, West Dorset District 
Council’s Executive portfolio holder for Environ¬ 
mental Protection and Assets, said: “We want to 
make the process of renewing parking permits as 
easy and straight forward as possible. Having the 
ability to apply online is a much quicker and greener 
way of working.” 

Shoppers’ permits allow two hours of parking (lim¬ 
ited to one use a day) in district council short stay car 
parks or three hours if a disabled badge is also dis¬ 
played.

T HE ANCHOR INN boasts one of 
the best settings along the Jurassic 
Coast, nestled in Seatown, it over¬ 
looks spectacular sea views of Lyme Bay, 
which can be experienced from three 
guest rooms, as well as the terrace, writes 
Lottie Welch. 

But The Anchor Inn offers more than just 
picturesque coastal surroundings - it has 
some of the best food in the area, as evi¬ 
denced by recent Taste of the West Gold 
award and AA 4-Star gold award wins. 
Four members of the View From team were 
invited to try the menu. 

After I was asked to sample their newly 
launched 'Sprung' menu, it was no sur¬ 
prise that others in the View From office 
wanted to come along and enjoy the cui¬ 
sine they had on offer. 

I had been previously with a friend and 
tried their fish and chips with crushed 
peas and I still find myself telling anyone 
who will listen about it, urging them to go 
down and order it. 


A group of four of us visited the beautiful 
refurbished pub on a sunny afternoon, en¬ 
abling us to make the most of their outside 
seating area and phenomenal views. 

We were greeted in the bar area and en¬ 
couraged to try their Shirley Temple mock- 
tail, and we were so glad that we did - 
refreshing fruity and delicious. 

Their drinks menu was complimented 
by a list of fresh cocktails, but driving - 
and working - meant we couldn't sample 
them this time round but the Shirley Tem¬ 
ple was a brilliant substitute. 

It then came down to the main event, try¬ 
ing to choose what to eat from not only 
their wide ranging menu of 'land', 'sea' 
and 'field' options, but also an extensive 
list of daily specials. 

From their specials board I ordered the 
lobster salad and chips with the other 
members of my party opting for the 
Huntsman platter of cold cuts, scotch egg, 
pork pie and pickles; the tofu and roasted 
vegetable burger; and the confit chicken 


with a leek, Portobello mushroom and 
cider cream tagliatelle. 

My meal was delicious with the lobster 
covered in samphire and tasty cheesy coat¬ 
ing, accompanied by a fresh salad and 
fluffy chips. Safe to say one of the tastiest 
salads I have had with the lobster cooked 
to perfection. 

All the other dishes received rave re¬ 
views with one wanting to replicate the 
tagliatelle dish at home. 

My colleague who ordered the Hunts¬ 
man platter was defeated, so I was also 
able to try that, and it was the chutney that 
really stood out for me. 

Three of us were eager to try their desserts 
and we were all won over by the cardamom 
blondie, peanut butter mousse, raspberry 
and thyme compote and peanut brittle. 

Described as "one of the best desserts I 
have ever had" by one of my colleagues, it 
was safe to say we had made an excellent 
decision, it was the perfect way to finish a 
perfect meal.

PASSION, originality and a dis¬ 
tinct flair for baroque music are 
the trademark qualities that dis¬ 
tinguish violinist Kinga Ujszaszi 
and guitarist/lutenist Jadran 
Duncumb who play together 
under the name Repicco, which 
coincidentally happens to be a 
strumming technique for 
baroque guitar.

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MOVE NOW, FIRST-TIME BUYERS TOLD 

FIRST-TIME BUYERS MAY GET A MUCH-NEEDED WINDOW OF 
OPPORTUNITY IN THE COMING MONTHS

WITH a stamp duty hike having recently been im¬ 
posed on buy-to-let investors, people trying to get 
onto the property ladder could find they have less 
competition from those snapping up investment 
properties. 

There are also signs that sellers are offering bigger 
discounts in the hope of securing a sale - which could 
give first-time buyers further room for negotiation. 

According to Zoopla, the average property that's 
had its original asking price slashed is now on the 
market for over £25,000 less than it was originally - an 
increase of nearly £4,000 compared with the typical 
discount in January. 

Sarah Beeny, owner of estate agent, Tepilo, says: 
"Following a few busy months, where investors tried 
to beat the stamp duty rise, the property market is 
currently looking increasingly attractive for first-time 
buyers. 

"First-time buyers are vital to the health of the prop¬ 
erty market; their first step onto the property ladder 
is crucial for those further up the chain taking their 
next step." 

BANK OF MUM AND DAD 

There's one lender though that still seems to be vital 
to many would-be homeowners' plans: the Bank of 
Mum and Dad. 

New research suggests that despite various 
schemes to help people onto the property ladder, 
parents are still a key financial factor. 

A report from Legal & General and economics con¬ 
sultancy Cebr has predicted that the Bank of Mum 
and Dad will be involved in a quarter (25%) of all 
property transactions taking place in the UK market 
this year. 

The report expects that this year, 300,000 people 
buying a home will have been helped by family and 
friends, with t he average contribution from the Bank 
of Mum and Dad at £17,500-or 7% of the typical pur¬ 
chase price. 

Separate research from Experian has found that 
more than one in four people aged 55 and over have 
given financial support to their child, or someone 
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else, to help them buy a property. 

Some 27% of over-55s said they have done this, de¬ 
spite one in six (15%) of those not personally being 
financially comfortable themselves. 

While it's great to help others financially, it's impor¬ 
tant to make sure you have enough flexibility in your 
own finances to do so. 

Experian points out that if you act as guarantor for 
someone else, your credit report will generally be 
taken into account by the lender. 

This can also create a "financial association" be¬ 
tween you and the person for whom you are acting 
as guarantor, so your credit reports would become 
linked. This means your information could be taken 
into account by a lender if the other person applies 
for credit in the future, and vice versa. 

There's been some further good news recently for 
first-time buyers, however. 

Barclays has just announced that first-time buyers 
can take out one of its 'family springboard' mortgages 
without needing any deposit - but here again the 
Bank of Mum and Dad is also key. 

This is because to take out the mortgage deal, a 
'helper' - often the home-buyer's parents - needs to 
put cash equating to 10% of the house purchase price 
into a savings account linked to the mortgage. 

This cash will be returned to the borrower's parents 
after three years with interest added - provided the 
borrower has kept up with their mortgage repay¬ 
ments.

BMW model debuts and upgrades for summer 2016 


BMW is upgrading its product range 
for the 2017 model year with more effi¬ 
cient, stronger-performing new four- 
and six-cylinder engines for the BMW 
1 and 2 Series, the introduction of a 
BMW iPerformance range of Plug-in- 
Hybrid models and improved connec¬ 
tivity systems for several model series. 

Debut of a new six-cylinder 340hp 
engine: Introducing the BMW 
M140i and M240i. 

The pinnacle of the 2017 BMW 1 Se¬ 
ries three-and five-door hatch ranges 
and the BMW 2 series Coupe and Con¬ 
vertible line-ups are the M Perform¬ 
ance models. They are powered by a 
new 3.0-litre straight-six engine also 
employing TwinPower Turbo technol¬ 
ogy to develop a power increase of 
14hp and torque increase of 50Nm de¬ 
livering a maximum of 340hp and 
500Nm of torque, ensuring instanta¬ 
neous acceleration across almost the 
entire rev range. 

Acceleration in the BMW M140i is 
achieved 0.3 seconds quicker than the 
previous model, the M135i and now 
has a zero to 62mph time of 4.6 sec¬ 
onds (automatic). The BMW M240i 
Coupe performs the same sprint in the 
same time with a reduction of 0.2 sec¬ 
onds from the previous M235i Coupe. 
The M240i Convertible goes from rest 
to 62mph in just 4.7 seconds yet at the 


same time there is a reduction of up to 
seven per cent in fuel consumption. 
Official figures for the BMW M140i 
hatchbacks and M240i Coupe are 
36.2mpg (manual) or 39.8mpg (Sports 
Automatic), with respective C02 fig¬ 
ures of 179g/km and 163g/km. The 
M240i Convertible is capable of 
34.0mpg in manual guise and 
38.2mpg as an automatic, while their 
respective C02 emissions are 189g/km 
and 169g/km. 

This impressive demonstration of 
high performance mixed with parsi¬ 
mony is the result of painstaking atten¬ 
tion to detail with every aspect of the 
powertrain. The compact size of the 
Twin Scroll turbocharger makes it ex¬ 
tremely efficient, and it is linked to an 
indirect intercooler. The new M Per¬ 
formance models also feature electric 
wastegate control, a close-coupled cat¬ 
alytic converter, an on-demand cooling 
pump and map-controlled oil pump, 
electronic power steering, Auto Stop 
Start and Brake Energy Regeneration.

The 2.0-litre engines employ 
BMW TwinPower Turbo technology 
incorporating a Twin Scroll tur¬ 
bocharger, direct fuel injection and 
VALVETRONIC and Double VANOS 
valve control. They are available in 20i, 
25i and 30i guises, delivering between 
6hp and 7hp more than the units they 
supersede at 184hp, 224hp and 252hp 
respectively.

The breakthrough was the re¬ 
sult of a combined R&D effort 
between Nissan Arc Ltd., a Nis¬ 
san subsidiary, Tohoku Univer¬ 
sity, the National Institute for

Research Institute (JASRI), and 
Japan Science and Technology 
Agency (JST). 

The analysis examines the 
structure of amorphous silicon 
monoxide (SiO), widely seen as 
key to boosting next-generation 
lithium-ion battery (Li-ion) ca¬ 


pacity, allowing researchers to 
better understand electrode 
structure during charging cycles. 

Silicon (Si) is capable of hold¬ 
ing greater amounts of lithium, 
compared with common car¬ 
bon-based materials, but in 
crystalline form possesses a 
structure that deteriorates dur¬ 
ing charging cycles, ultimately 
impacting performance. How¬ 
ever, amorphous SiO is resistant 
to such deterioration. 

Its base structure had been 
unknown, making it difficult for 
mass production. However, the 
new methodology provides an 
accurate understanding of the 
amorphous structure of SiO, 
based on a combination of 
structural analyses and com¬ 
puter simulations. 


The atomic structure of SiO 
was thought to be inhomoge¬ 
neous, making its precise 
atomic arrangements the sub¬ 
ject of debate.The new findings 
show that its structure allows 
the storage of a larger number 
of Li-ions, in turn leading to bet¬ 
ter battery performance. 

"The invention of this new 
analysis method is essential to 
further develop the next gener¬ 
ation of high-capacity lithium- 
ion batteries. It will certainly 
become one of our core tech¬ 
nologies. The utilization of this 
analysis method in our future 
R&D will surely contribute to ex¬ 
tending the cruising range of fu¬ 
ture zero-emission vehicles,"said 
Takao Asami, Senior Vice Presi¬ 
dent of Nissan Motor Co., Ltd.
